There was also a class 
of Americans, of whom Weare and 
Wendell were Instances, who, while 
opposing the aggressions of England, 
were very unwilling to separate our 
weak country from that strong one 
and to expose the Protestant prov- 
inces to what had long been Catholic 
aggression, directed

odium. In this state of mind, which 
Col. Weare Is said to have manifest- 
id In one of the Provincial congress- 
•K. 
Wendell 
remained

noriths longer than his 
senior at 


ilampton Falls did. The contry in 
fiences were almost all against IKng 


i George, and Weare could not consent 


to join with the foreigner against hla 
own people, with whom his relations 
were over Intimate. 


As the husband of an heiress, and 


a favorite of the people, who insist- 
ed on electing him to any office with- 
in their reach or district, Weare had 
opportunities of enriching 
himself 


as Franklin had. In view of this fact 
must be road hio friend Wendell'3 
remarks that Col Wearo "had sunk a 
fortnne, and exposed a large family 
to danger of being ruined, by hl( 
close attention to the public." He hoc 
never a "fortune" In the sense that 
Hutchlnson and Wentworth had one; 
but he was independent, and his slm 
pie mode of life lett him so. He had 
been educated for the pulpit, but acl 
dom had preached; and he turned 
such talent for public speaking as 
ho had to the work of carrying meas 
urcs of general utility. His law prac 
tlce, after he took up that profession 
was rather as a magistrate than an 
advocate, and he took no advantage 
of that profession to enrich himself, 
as St. John de Crevecoeur said most 
colonial lawyers did before the Revo- 
lu'lw.

and 
mandamus 


iroceedlngs provided for in sections 
20 and 23 of the act of February 4, 
iS87. 


The commerce .court is to bo com- 


posed of five judges, appointed from 
among the circuit judges hy the Chief 
Justice of the Supreme court for five 
years. In the first instance, however, 
the court is designated by the .presi- 
dent to serve for one, two, three, four 
and five years' respectively, In order 
that the term of one. may expire each 
year thereafter. 


An appeal from a decision of the 


commerce.court may be taken within 
sixty days to the supremo court, but 
such an appeal is in no case to super- 
sede or stay the decree of the com- 
merce court unless the supreme court 
so directs Appeals from it to the su- 
preme court have priority over all- 
other causes except criminal . cases'. 
Suits brought to stay an order of the 
commission do not suspend the op- 
eration of the order unless expressly 
directed by the commerce court.
